Intelligence officers not to tall anything to anybody in England else 
they would get in great trouble as people who have entered that oountry 
illegally. Therefore I doubt that they can leave that oountry under 
tha genuine namaa. I think tha boat would be to obtain on immigration 
license in thoir genuine names and after thio will be granted I invite 
them on a trip to this country (temporary stay) and make an application 
for visas (guest visas) in their present names. The latter visa will 
be sent, they will come to tiie United States, here the matter will be 
explained to tne FBI, their entry visa will be taken from them and they 
will remain here on the ground of the immigration license. I think 
this can be done. At any rate in some oo untries people do this. Of 
course, you know better than I do how such matters must be handled and 




this is merely a suggestion of mine.
